M«plc-Sngar Weather 


The mild, spring-like weather we 


have been enjoying is called in 
Northern New England "good sap 
weather," and that it has proved so 
in some regions already is proven 
by the appearance of maple sugar 
in the market. The sugar season 
generally sets in about the 10th of 
March, but like everything else this 
year it appears to be ahead of time 
The sugar camp is a grand institu- 
tion in the states north of us, and is 
the first active indication that spring 
is really dawning. 
Alternating 


warm and cold weather are necessary 
for successful sapping. Should the 
thawingandsunshinecontinuetwoor 
three days without a freeze, the sap 
will stop running, though why this 
is the case is not very clear, yet all 
maple-sugar makers find this out by 
experience. 
In new countries ma- 


ple trees have undergone the yearly 
process of tapping for twenty or thir- 
ty years without deteriorating in 
their sap-producing qualities, but, on 
the contrary, the sap is said to gain 
in sweetness the longer the old trees 
have been subjected to the process. 


Indians understood sugar-making 


from the maple trees, and the piocess 
was learned from them, though of a 
rude and pristine character, by the 
first white settlers. About the begin- 
ning of the present century a large 
party of French emigrants, includ- 
ing nobles and priest^, who were 
exiled from this country in conse- 
quence of the revolution, purchased 
a large maple forest near the head 
of Black river in Northern New 
York, and so little did they know 
of sugar-making, they tapped their 
trees in the summer time, and what 
was the most ridiculous pait of the 
operation—instead of using the very 
simple instrument, the 'npilo,' which 
was customary among the natives, 
hey improved on the latter, and in- 
serted a "robinet," with a stop-cock 
at the end, to turn on and off tlio 
lowing liquor, such as is used in 
[rawing out the contents of a wine 
cask. 
This new wrinkle of these

V. Loring, surveyor and engineer elect, 
and Theodore Nelson,Jtreasurer elect.were 
then presented nnd took the oath of 
office. 


Hi* Honor, Mayor Waggoner, then de- 


livered his inaugural address, which was 
ordered placed upon record £and publish- 
ed with proceedings of the council. 


OEMTLBMBH •» THI Orrr COUNCIL : In 


obedience to the time-honored custom 
established by a long line of predeces- 
sors on entering upon and assuming the 
duties and responsibilities of the office of 
mayor, I desire to give public expression 
to the feeling of thankfulness due for the 
honor conferred upon me by the voice of 
onr citizens, and to express the hope that 
our relations may be pleasant and agree- 
able, and our differences 
of opinion 


arranged amicably, or maintained In a 
friendly and manly spiiit. 


We enter upon our administration of 


the city government under favorable cir- 
cumstances. The amount of the city's 
bonded debt is |85,000, of whicn $35,000 
is due in 1891, bearing ten per cent, in- 
terest; $30,000 due in 1896, bearing seven 
per cent, and $30,000 in 1899, bearing six 
per cent. The interest on the first two 
amounts is provided for by the city coun- 
cil, and upon the last named amount by 
the Auditor of State. 


The amount of outstanding warrants 


is $1,785.91. 
Amount of cash in the 


treasury, $S00.76, including the library 
and sinking fund?. Amount of tax levied 
and now In process of collection, $45,- 
149.72. 


The streets and alleys, with a small 


expenditure of money, can be put in a 
good condition. Oar sidewalks and cross- 
ings, In some parts of tbe city, are greatly 
in need of repairs, and should at once be 
looked after by the street supervisor, for 
there Is no temporary improvement which 
can be made that gives more satisfaction 
to the citizens, than .good walks and 
crossings, and for which they pay their 
taxes more freely; and beside, at the 
same time, it denotes thrift, enterprise 
and prosperity to the stranger* that visit 
our city. 


The water works—now self-supporting 


and in good running condition—furnish- 
ing to the citizens and manufactories and 
railroads an abundant supply of fresh, 
pore water, and to property a protection 
•gainst fire,|Should be fostered.and where 
extensions are necessary for fire protec- 
tion and a sufficient number of consum- 
ers will guarantee to take water in suffi- 
cient quantity to justify the expense, I 
would recommend that such extension be 
made. And while I repose every confi- 
dence in the ability and capacity of the 
works as a complete defence and protec- 
tion against tbe ravages of the devouring 
element, I at the same time am aware 
that so long aa we have bu> a single main 
between the works and the city, there is 
danger that in our hour of need an 
accident may deprive us entirely of aid 
and leave us to the mercy of the flames. 


The Fire Department, which is com- 


posed of our best young men and citi- 
zens, who have volunteered, without pay 
or reward, to risk their lives for the 
protection of our homes and property, 
should not be neglected, nor forced to 
appeal to tbe charity of a generous pub- 
lic, either for equipment or uniform; 
and while they have been furnished with 
needful equipment, we should see that 
the same is kept up and in good condition 
for service. And I would suggest that 
the department be uniformed at the ex- 
pense of the city, and that all necessary 
and proper steps be taken to make the 
department efficient and fit for the ardu- 
ous duties required to be performed by 
it. And I would further earnestly recom- 
mend that the ordinance providing for 
the collection of two per cent, of the 
S 


ross earnings of insurance companies 
oing business in our city as a fund for 


the benefit of the Fire Department, be no 
longer allowed to remain a dead letter 
upon our record. 


Our public park, an ornament to our 


city,'.is yet susceptible of considerable 
improvement in the matter of additional 
walks through it, which improvement 
will better accsmmodate all the citizens, 
and particularly those doing business 
around the same, and can be made at a 
srifting outlay of money. 


The public library and reading room, 


maintained by the city, has grown and 
prospered until it has become indispen- 
sable to all classes of our citizens, but 
particularly to those who are unable to 
purchase or own a private library; the 
great and grani) object of its founders 
and of the countil who subsequently 
adopted it and who have since fostered 
it, is rapidly being accomplished. Both 
the youth and the adult of thecitv find in 
it the material for storing the mind with 
knowledge which would otherwise have 
remained in the bidden mysteries of the 
unattainable, while the mor.il influence 
exerted (in furnishing a place for both 
young and old to spend their time away 
From the vicious influences of street low- 
ing, alone more than overbalances its 
entire cost. 


The sanitary condition of the city should 


be carefully watched and scrupulously 
guarded without fear or favor, for upon 
the good health of the citizens above and 
beyond everything depend their future 
comfort and happiness, and to attain that 
end 1 would recommend vigilance upon 
the pan of the health department. 


Tbe police department should be made 


efficient and should be required to oe 
vigilant in the enfoic,ement of the laws 
and ordinances of the city, to tbe end 
that society aad the citizen be alike care- 
fully protected; and a neglect of duty on 
the part of the police force should be fol- 
lowed by a prompt removal and the 
vacancy filled by the appointment of 
those who are willing and 
able to 


perform the service required. 


Believing that the office of superintend- 


ent of water works is a mere sinecure, and 
that all the duties required of that officer 
can be performed by others in the employ 
of the city, I would recommend Its aboli- 
tion, and would suggest that the labor be 
performed by the city register aad street 
sopervisor. 


I am of the opinion that all purchases 


made for the various department* of tbe 
city government, should be made by a 
committee, and would recommend that 
some one of the present standing commit- 


tee* be vested with sole power to make all 
purchase*, not requiring the previous 
consent of the cooncfl, aid which an not 
nude by the council itself by contract; or 
that a standing commitue be «re*t*d for 
that purpose- 


Upon the question of granting license 


for (he sale of intoxicating liquors, ] 
especially request of yon that good awl 
sufficient bead be required of the parties 
nuking application, and that the security 
thereon be ample and able to ma«t and 
respond to and discharge the conditions 
of the lame, and that you grant BO lioeu*. 
to parties who, In your judgment, will 
abuse th* authority given than, aad also 
require from them strict obedience to law 
and the preservation of good order, and 
for a violation of the same that it shall 
work a forfeiture of then- license. 


Gentlemen, I ask your aid and assist- 


ance in the performance ot the duties 
devolving upo» me, and trust that you 
will exercise patience aad forbearance if 
I at any time fail in my endeavor to foster 
and promote harmony and good will in 
onr deliberations, and I trait that at Ute 
end of the year the same warm feeling of 
friendship shall exist between as all that 
I now cherish for you. And 1 earnest/ 
hope that our Intercourse while hen shall 
be of that character, that when we part 
it will be with regret.
